Ford and Chevrolet Sales 


T IS a very interesting situation that is developing in the 
lower price class field, particularly as regards Ford and 
Chevrolet sales. The long promised stepping up of Ford pro- 
duction has at last occurred. The daily output of the Model A 
is now mounting toward the 6,000 mark. This output is 
being absorbed by orders which have been on the books for 
a considerable period. 

In the meantime, Chevrolet is getting into the period 
when sales normally decline in preparation for the new 
models, announcement of which is usually made at the 
national shows. This period is employed in production of 
the new models, so that a stock will be ready for the demand 
always created by the first public showing. 

It is quite possible that Ford, supplying orders which 
have been piling up all year, may pass Chevrolet daily pro- 
duction later in the year. On the other hand, there may be 
factors not now known that will bring the Chevrolet and 
Ford production figures close together, in spite of Ford’s 
accumulated buying orders. 

At any rate doings in the lowest price class are 
going to make interesting watching for the next few 
months. 


Automotive Buildings 


S AN INDUSTRIAL group, the automotive organiza- 
tions have certainly made a large contribution to the 
building trades. Several of the country’s most notable office 
structures are the result of automotive activity. In Detroit 
the great General Motors Building has actually created a 
new center of business activity, far out from the former 
center of the city’s business life. The new Fisher Building 
will add to the importance of this community. 

Recent announcement that Walter Chrysler will 
erect a sixty-eight-story building in New York adds 
another potential automotive center to the business life 
of the metropolis. This new giant is to be the highest 
building in the world, rising 808 feet from the sidewalk, 
sixteen feet taller than the Woolworth structure, which 
now holds the record. The automotive industry is cer- 
tainly aspiring in the matter of its lodgings.
